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Claim 10 (Currently Amended): A device selected from the group consisting of 
stationary Visual Display Units VDUs such as VDUs of comput e rs, televisions, VDUs in 
printers, kitchen appliances and advertising signs, lighting, information signs and mobile 
Visual Display Units VDUs such as VDUs in m ekite4eiep honos, laptops, vehicles and 
d e stination displays on buses and trains comprising an OLED organic light-emitting diode 
according to claim 9. 

Claim 11 (New): An organic light-emitting diode comprising a fluoranthene 
derivative according to claim 1 as an emitter molecule. 

Claim 12 (New): A light-emitting layer comprising one or more fluoranthene 
derivatives of the general formula (I) as set forth in claim 7 as emitter molecules. 

Claim 13 (New): An organic light-emitting diode comprising a light-emitting layer 
according to claim 12. 

Claim 14 (New): A device selected from the group consisting of stationary Visual 
Display Units and mobile Visual Display Units comprising an organic light-emitting diode 
according to claim 13. 

Claim 15 (New): The device according to claim 10, wherein the stationary Visual 
Display Units are selected from the group consisting of Vi sual Display Units of computers, 
televisions, printers, kitchen appliances, advertising signs, lighting, and information signs. 
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Claim 16 (New): The device according to claim 10, wherein the mobile Visual 
Display Units are selected from the group consisting of Visual Display Units in mobile 
telephones, laptops, vehicles, and destination displays on buses and trains. 

Claim 17 (New): The device according to claim 14, wherein the stationary Visual 
Display Units are selected from the group consisting of Visual Display Units of computers, 
televisions, printers, kitchen appliances, advertising signs, lighting, and information signs. 

Claim 18 (New): The device according to claim 14, wherein the mobile Visual 
Display Units are selected from the group consisting of Visual Display Units in mobile 
telephones, laptops, vehicles, and destination displays on buses and trains. 
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
